$100,000,000 less than it was when 
the Republicans were in power,’’ said 
Mr. Fordney.

for the deficit. 
Without that 
war 
the Democratic party 
would have 
been compelled 
to admit ere 
this 
that their tariff law is a compete 
fajlore.

methods of prev ention. Variou s way s 
of getting rid of lice and mites were 
discu ssed, 
and 
qu estions 
were 
answered concerning treatment 
of 
some of the 
common 
diseases. A 
demonstration was giv en showing the 
preparation of 
a cheap, home-liee 
powder. 
Uses of Me a t 
M 
Garv in, in her demonstration 
on “The Use 
of Meat 
and 
Meat 
Su bstitu tes/’ said that we cou ld re­ 
du ce somewhat the cost of ou r food 
if we wou ld consider more the u se 
of the meat su bstitu tes. Many fam­ 
ilies hav e meat three 
times 
a day 
which as a ru le giv es too mu ch pro­ 
tein for the day ’s diet, she continu ed: 
“Eggs, mlik, cheese, nu ts, beans 
and peas form ex cellent foods to be 
u sed in 
place 
of meat. 
For 
the 
child especially less meat and more 
eggs and milk shou ld be u sed. 
“In cooking 
the meat 
and meat 
su bstitu tes a low temperatu re shou ld 
be u sed becau se 
they 
are made 
harder to digest when cooked by a 
high temperatu re. 
“In cooking eggs we find that it is 
not necessary to boil the egg be­ 
cau se both the y olk and white cooks 
or hardens below the boiling point 
of water. 
A good method in 
soft 
cooking or hard cooking is to u se 
the dou ble boiler. 
Pou r hot water 
in the bottom nex t, place the eggs 
in the top part of the boiler and 
cov er them with water, cov er 
and 
place on fire. For a soft cooked egg 
it will take from fiv e to eight min­ 
u tes according to how one likes the 
eggs, for a hard cooked egg it re­ 
qu ires from thirty to thirty -fiv e min­ 
u tes. 
“Nu ts shou ld be u sed more 
as a 
su bstitu te for meat. Many palatable 
nnt dishes may be made as nu t loaf, 
etc. 
Cheese is an economical form 
of meat su bstitu tes. 
It is in a form 
which is easily kept by wrapping 
it in a moistened cloth. 
It may be 
u sed in many 
way s as in sou ffles, 
cu stards, etc. 
“When any of the meat su bstitu tes 
are u sed as a main part of the meal 
it is not necessary to serv e meat 
too; that is when we serv e eg g s we 
will not need to hav e steak or some 
form of meat serv ed 
at the » amc 
time. Miss Garv in demonstrated sev ­ 
eral wav s of u sing meat su bstitu tes 
also gav e methods in cooking meat.” 


Poultry Hous ing 
“The av erage farm hen is a nu is­ 
ance,” said L. L. Jones to the pou l­ 
try class, “for she is so often w'here 
she does not belong. The hen which 
tries to get into the kitchen when 
the screen door is opened has 
not 
been properly brou ght u p. 
A good 
pou ltry hou se, properly equ ipped with 
nets and feed hoppers, will do mu ch 
to keep the hen in her place, and 
in addition will aid in egg produ c­ 
tion and profit.” 
In his lectu re the instru ctor gav e 
details 
of the constru ction of 
a 
simple, inex pensiv e, practical honse 
for farm u se, and by u se of models 
and illu strations, ex plained the bu ild­ 
ing of labor-sav ing equ ipment for 
the interior. 
“Plenty of v entilation, 


lots of su nlight, no drau ghts 
ov er 
the roosts, plu s a dry hou se, will 
make a real home for the liens. Make 
this hou se conv enient for the care­ 
taker, and cheap, and the resu lt will 
be a good hou se, no matter what 
particu lar ty joe is u sed,” he said. 


Pruning 
“There are fifty -two day s in 
the 
y ear when fru it trees shou ld not lie 
pru ned. 
These day s are 
Su nday s. 
Howev er, for the heav ier pru ning, 
the early .-pring is most satisfactory 
becau se wou nds heal readily at that 
time. 
Rapidly growing bu t u nfru it­ 
fu l trees shou ld be lightly pru ned in 
Ju ne.” 
Acocriling to C. Ik Du rham, 
the 
Ex tension Horticu ltu rist of Pu x du e, 
one common fau lt is the leav ing of 
stu bs. The limbs shou ld be cu t v ery 
close and parallel with the 
parent 
branch. 
Te s ting Milk 
The 
chief 
points 
of interest 
brou ght ou t by Mr. Mills in his dis 
eu ssion of testing milk lor bu tter 
fat were: 
The Babcock test is a cheap and 
simple dev ice 
for determining 
the 
percentage of fat in 
milk, 
cream, 
skim milk, bu ttermilk, 
whey 
and 
cheese. 
It wa> inv ented in 18 00 by 
I)r. S. M. Babcock of the Wisconsin 
Agricu ltu ral Ex periment Station and 
ranks among the leading agricu ltu ral 
inv entions 
of modern times. 
The 
chief u ses of the Babcock test arc 
as follows: 
1. It has made possible the pay ­ 
ment for milk 
according 
to 
its 
qu ality . 
2. It has enabled bu tter and cheese 
makers to detect u ndu e losses in the 
process of manu factu re. 
3. It lias made possible the grading 
u p of dairy herds by locating the 
poor cows. 
4. It has, in a large measu re, done 
away with the practice of watering 
and skimming milk. 
The separation of the bu tter fat 
from milk with the Babcock test is 
made possible by (1) the difference 
between the specific grav ity of bu t­ 
ter fat and milk seru m, (2) the cen­ 
trifu gal 
force 
generated 
in 
the 
tester, and (3) bu rning the solids not 
fat with a strong acid. 
Testing the milk to find its con­ 
tent of bu tter fat is an interesting 
process. Any carefu l and intelligent 
person can learn it in a short time. 
A small 4-bottle 
tester 
may 
be 
bou ght for $4 or $5, 
and fu ll and 
accu rate directions for operating the 
test are sent with each machine. 
Anima l Hus ba ndry 
The work in liv e stock ju dging 
consisted of a stu dy of sheep 
and 
horses. 
The period both in 
the 
forenoon and the afternoon was de 
v oted to it, the first half 
of each 
period being dev oted to a stu dy 
of 
sheep and the second half to a stu dy 
of draft horses. 
A Hampshire 
ant 
a Shropshire ewe were the su bjects 
of the stu dy in sheep. The two ewes 
were u sed to demonstrate the parts 
of the sheep from which the best 
cu ts of mu tton were taken, and the 
instru ctor illu strated the importance 
of a strong dev elopment of 
these

that it takes an abu ndance of good 
feed to grow a draft horse that

wise feeding of the colt, especially 
du ring the first two y ears of *its 
life. 
“The draft eolt shou ld weigh 
at least 1000 pou nds the day it is a 
y ear old,*’ he said. “In order to at­ 
tain this weight the colt mu st be well 
fed. 
A ration of oats to which is 
added a little bran or linseed oil 
meal produ ces a strong dev elopment 
of hone and mu scle.

eolt shou ld get a v ery limited amou nt

“Under ordinary conditions 
a good dairy heifer can be kept u ntil 
two y ears of age at a cost of from 
$50 to $00, and if it is of the right 
kind, will produ ce as mu ch profit in 
one, y ear as the av erage cow will 
in two.”

calv es, 
said 
Mr.

calv es if properly cared for,

“Skim milk has prov ed to be v ery 
v alu able for growing calv es and

than feeding 
whole milk,” he asserted.

milk and the fat is not needed by 
the calf in large qu antities. A little 
grain will easily su pply this.

In the last lectu re of the cou rse 
J. C. Beav ers showed how important 
it is that all farmers fu lly appreciate 
they v alu e of Iiev stock for maintain­ 
ing fertility . 
“The v alu e of 
liv e 
stock has not been fu lly recognized 
becau se farmers hav e not been get 
ting fu ll retu rns from this kind of 
farming. Unless the manu re is pro­ 
perly eared for mu ch of the benefit 
to be deriv ed from 
this 
ty pe 
of 
farming will be lost. 
The manu re 
produ ced in Indiana one y ear has a 
v alu e of $44,338 ,9 55 or $19 7 
per 
farm. 
Under 
present 
conditions 
abou t one third of this is lost. This 
means a loss of $65 per farm, or 
abou t one third for ev ery man, wo­ 
man and child in the state. 
If this 
is to be prev ented the mu ddy barn 
y ard a foot deep in soggy manu re 
mu st disappear.” 
“The principal loss,” Mr. Beav ers 
say s, “is du e to leaching. 
This may 
be prev ented by pu tting in concrete 
floors and by u sing su fficient absor 
bent bedding. 
It is also essential 
that water from other sou rces 
be 
prev ented from 
ru nning 
into 
the 
barny ard and washing ou t the solu ­ 
ble plant foods.” 
“Fermentation is also responsible 
for a large 
loss 
of nitrogen,” he 
adds. 
“There are two kinds of fer­ 
mentation, one taking place in 
the 
presence of air and the other when 
air is ex clu ded. 
The former is des­ 
tru ctiv e, the latter beneficial. When 
manu re heats and gets white in the 
interior of a pile mu ch of the nitro­ 
gen has escaped into the air.

Prof. E. B. Poulton of Oxford calls 


it "the national neglect of science," 
saying in part: "It is dangerous that 
a country which depends on science 
for its existence 
and prosperity 


should be ruled by politicians and 
civil servants who, with hardly an 
exception, are utterly ignorant oi 
science. Lawyer politicians, fixing 
their attention-more steadily on Am- 
erican friendship than German de- 
feat, have permitted the export from 
England of materials for propulsive 
ammunition-fats and oils." 


Cotton is already on the absolute 


conirabrand list, this action having 
been taken after a widespread cam- 
paign by scientists who claimed thai 
cotton exported 
to Germany was 


merely so much ammunition for 
the 


German army. Sir William Ramsay 
leader of the scientists ' campaign 
against cotton has 
begun a cam- 


paigh against fats and oils 
which 


Se 'says, are vital to German, am- 
munition making. 


Sir William declared today: "One 


third, of German ammunition for 
heavy guns consists of nitro-glycer- 
ihe; and fats are the source of gly- 
cerine. I really can't understand the 
incredible folly of going on provid- 
ing the Germans with means of kill- 
ing our men. Untold thousands of 
lives and an ever growing volume of 
human misery are a terrible punish- 
nient for the neglect of science. It 
is possible that military experts are 
mistaken in thinking the final de- 
cision in this war can he reached 'by 
fighting. It may have to be reached 
by economic and financial pressure.

Pruning

Rapidly growing but unfruit- 
ful'trees should he lightly pruned in 
June."

Acocrding to G. B. Durham, the 


Extension Horticulturist of Puidue, 
one common fault is the leaving of 
stubs. The limbs should be cut very 
close and parallel with the 
parent 


branch. 


Testing Milk 


The chief points 
of interest 


brought out by Mr. Mills in his dis- 
cussion of testing milk for .butter 
fat were: 


The Babcock test is a cheap and 


simple device for determining the 
percentage of fat in milk, crea 
skim milk, buttermilk, 
whey 
and 


cheese. It was invented in 1890 by 
Dr. S. M. Babcoek of the Wisconsin 
Agricultural Experiment Station and 
ranks among the leading agricultural 
inventions 
of modern times. 
The 


chief uses of the Babcoek test are 
as follows: 


1. It has made possible the pay- 


ment for milk 
according" to 
its 


quality. 


2. It has enabled butter and cheese 


makers to detect undue losses in the 
process of manufacture. 


3. It lias made possible the grading 


up of dairy herds by locating the 
poor cows. 


4. It has, in a large measure, done 


away with the practice of watering 
and skimming milk. 


The separation of the butter fat 


from milk with the Babeock test is 
made possible by (1) the difference 
between the specific gravity of but- 
ter fat and milk serum, (2) the cen- 
trifugal 
force 
generated 
in 
the 


tester, and (3) burning the solids not 
fat with a strong acid. 


Testing the milk to find its con- 


tent of butter fat is an interesting 
process. Any careful and intelligent 
person can learn it in a short time. 
A small 4-bottle tester- 
may be 


bought for $4 or $5, and full and 
accurate directions for operating the 
test are sent with each machine. 


Animal Husbandry 


The work in live stock judging 


consisted of .a study of sheep 
and 


horses. 
The period bo'th in 
the 


forenoon and the afternoon was de- 
voted to it, the first half 
of each 


period being devoted to a study of 
sheep and the second half to a study 
of draft horses. A Hampshire and 
a Shropshire ewe were the subjects 
of the study in sheep. The two ewes 
were used to demonstrate the parts 
of the sheep from which the best 
cuts of mutton were taken, and tMe 
instructor illustrated the importance 
of a strong development of 
these 


parts, as high quality mutton is a 
most nutritious and palatable food. 
The selection of the ewe with a view 
to make «wes of good (breed type, 
conformation, health and of 
good 


fleece was demonstrated 
with a 


Shropshire ewe. 


For a study of draft Jiorses, Pur- 


due University bought a 
team of 


Belgian mares of the highest quality. 
These mares illustrate the draft type 
in its highest perfection. They stand 
about 17 hands high, weigh 4100 
pounds, are of massive body, stropg 
and cleaned boned and both 
have 


good action. 


The instructor urged the impor- 


tance of 
every breed of 
draft 


horses having an idea of perfection 
\vhich govern all his breeding 
and 


feeding 
operations. The 
speaker 


also urged that men engaged in the 
production of draft horses should 
come to an appreciation of the fact 
that it takes an abundance of good 
feed to grow a draft horse that at 
maturity will weigh a ton. He urged 
wise feeding of the^colt, especially 
during the first two years of *its 
life: "The draft colt should weigh 
at least 1000 pounds the day it is a 
year old," he said. "In order to at- 
tain this weight the colt must be well 
fed. A ration of oats to which, is 
added -a little bran or linseed oil 
meal produces, a strong development 
of bone and muscle. The , growing 
colt should get a very limited amount 
of corn, and that only when fed in 
connection" with some other 
feeds, 


such as bran, oil .meal and oats.-The 
outlook for soundness in raising both 
high grade and pure .bred draft 
Worses "is very encouraging. The: 


market is becoming, critical, however, 
and the grade draft 
horses must 


have size and weight-if they^are to 
sell at highest prices. American pure 
bred horses must also be well grown 
if they are to: compete with 
the 


horses which are imported annually 
from the old country. Indiana can 
raise good draft,,horses, as has been 
demonstrated by many of her far- 
mers." 


Spraying 


;Forty-three is the average cost 


per season of spraying a mature 
fruit tree," said C. B. Durham to 
the horticulture class. "This includes 
the cost of labor and material for 
five applications. The corresponding 
average return is- about $3 per tree 
or a profit of 
something like ,$2: 


These'^figures show why spraying is 
rapidly increasing in popularity. The 
returns are -in some 
cases much 


greater, one Indiana tree last year 
having returned a net profit of $80." 


To ibe profitable the spraying must 


be done thoroughly with tested spray 
solutions, he said. The Horticultur 
al Department of Purdue University 
maintains free service on orchard 
management, it wn« lonrnpfl liivre nt.

to prevent disease, not to cure it. 
The average farm chicken is 
not 


worth much doctoring after it 
is 


sick." 


The instructor then explained the 


common causes 
of diseases 
and 


methods of prevention. Various ways 
of getting rid of lice and niites were 
discussed, 
and 
questions 
were 


answered concerning treatment 
of 


some of the 
common diseases. A 


demonstration was given showing the 
preparation of 
a cheap, home-lice 


powder. 


Uses of Meat 


Miss Garvin, in her demonstration 


on "The Use 
of Meat 
and Meat 


Substitutes," said that we could re- 
duce somewhat the cost of our food 
if we would consider more the use 
of the meat substitutes. "Many fam- 
ilies .have meat three times a day 
which as a rule gives too much pro- 
tein for the day's diet, she continued: 


"Eggs, milt, cheese, nuts, beans 


and peas form excellent foods to be 
used in place of meat. For 
the 


child especially less meat and more 
eggs and milk should be: used. 


"In cooking the meat and meat 


substitutes a low temperature should 
be used -because 
they 
are made 


;'h4rder. to digest when cooked by a 
Bjigh temperature. 
. "InWoking eggs we find that it is 
'not necessary to boil the - egg 'be- 
cause both the yolk and white cooks 
or hardens below the boiling point 
of water. 
A good method in 
soft 


cooking or hard cooking is to use 
the double Iboiler. Pour hot water 
in the bottom next, place the eggs 
in the top .part of the boiler and 
cover them with water, cover 
and 


place on fire. For a soft cooked egg 
it will take from five to eight min- 
utes according to how one likes the 
eggs, for a hard cooked egg it re- 
quires from thirty to thirty-five min- 
utes. 


"Nuts should be used more as a 


substitute for .meat. Many palatable 


, nut dishes may be Tnade as nut loaf, 


etc. 
Cheese is an economical form 


of meat substitutes. It is in a form 
which is easily kept .by wrapping 
it in a moistened cloth. It may be 
used in many 
ways as in souffles, 


custards, etc, 
- 


"When any of the meat substitutes 


are used as a main part of the meal 
it is not necessary to serve meat 
too; that -is- when we serve eggs we 
will not need to have steak or some 
form of meat served 
at the same 


time. Miss Garvin demonstrated sev- 
eral ways of using meat substitutes 
also gave methods in cooking meat." 


Poultry Housing 


"The average farm hen is a«,nuis- 


ance," said L. L. Jones to the poul- 
try class, "for she is so often where 
she does not. belong. The hen which 
tries to get into the kitchen when 
the screen'dooT is opened has not 
been properly Ibronght up. 
'A good 


poultry house, properly equipped with 
nets and feed hoppers, will do much 
to keep the hen in her place, and 
in addition will aid in egg produc- 
tion and profit." 


In his.leetuife.-the instructor gave 


details 
of the construction of 
a 


simple, inexpensive, practical house 
for farm use, and by use of models 
and illustrations, explained the build- 
ing of labor-saving equipment.Jor 
the interior. "Plenty of ventilation, 


the Short course. Any one wishing 
aid in fhis line can secure it on ap- 
plication to the Lafayette institu- 
tion. 


Rearing Young Stock 


"Too many dairymen feel that they 


cannot afford to raise dairy calves 
and so they depend upon^purehns- 
ing of cows to keep, up with their 
herds," commented W. 0. Mills, in 
discussing this important phase of 
farming. "Under ordinary conditions 
a good dairy heifer can be kept until 
two years of age at a cost of from 
$50 to $60, and if it is of the right 
kind, will produce as much profit in 
one,"year as the average -cow will 
in two." 


Poorly fed cows frequently have 


weak, unthrifty 
calves, said Mr. 


Mills. Pall calves can usually 
be 


raised with" less difficulty than spring. 
calves if properly cared for, and 
the cow will often produce more milk 
during the following milking period. 


"Skim milk has proved to be very 


valuable for growing calves and 
a. 


great deal cheaper 
than feeding 


whole milk," he asserted. 
"Remov- 


ing the fat from the onilk does not 
destroy the growing properties of the 
milk and the fat is not needed by 
the calf in large quantities. A little 
grain will easily supply this. 


"The importance of cleanliness as- 


serts itself most emphatically in the 
rearing 
of 
young calves. More 


trouble' results from • overfeeding 
than from underfeeding the calves. 
However, a poorly fed calf has little 
chance to develop into a good dairy 
animal, no matter what the value of 
its parents. For the first three 
weeks, 6 to 8 pjounds of mi£k per day 
is usually ^uffieient, increasing until 
at six weeks 10 to 12 pounds may be 
consumed. At three months, it may 
drink 14 to 16 pounds." 


Manures And Fertilizers 


In the last lecture of the course, 


J. C. Beavers showed how important 
it is that all farmers fully appreciate 
they value of lievstock for maintain- 
ing' fertility. "The value of 
live- 


stock has not been fully recognized 
because farmers nave not 'been get- 
ting full returns from this kind of 
farming. Unless the manure is pro- 
perly cared for much 'of the benefit 
to be derived from 
this 
type 
of 


farming will be lost. 
The manure 


produced in Indiana one year has a 
value of $44,338,955 or $197 per 
farm. Under 
present 
conditions 


about one third of this is* lost. This 
means a loss of $65 per farm, or 
about one third for every man, wo- 
man and child in the state. If this 
is to be prevented the muddy barn- 
yard a foot deep in soggy manure 
must disappear." 


"The principal loss,"- Mr. Beavers 


says, "is due to leaching. This may 
be prevented by putting in concrete 
floors and 'by using sufficient absor- 
bent bedding. 
It is also essential 


that water from Bother sources 
be 


prevented from running 
into 
the 


barnyard and washing out the solu- 
ble plant foods." 


"Fermentation is also responsible 


for a large loss of nitrogen," he 
adds. "There are two kinds- of fer- 
mentation, one taking place in the 
presence of air and the other when 
air is excluded. The former is des- 
tructive, the latter beneficial. When 
manure heats and gets white in the 
interior of a pile much of the nitro- 
gen ias escaped into the air. When 
fermentation takes place in the ab- 
sence of air, the long, strawy, man- 
ure gradually breaks up into .short 
or Totted manure; : , This is a de- 
s5ipable. kind of fermentation and may 
be promoted by keeping the manure
